from that lime forward the territory falls undor
the exclusive jurisdiction of Congress as other
territory, and the State being.accordingtotbe
language of the law, ftlo de oc.ceases to exist.

2. llaolccd, That any combination of men as-
suming to act In the place of such State, and
attempting to Insnare orcoeroe the Inhabitants
thereorinlo a confederation hostile to the Union
Is rebellious, treasonable, and destitute ot all
moral authority; and that such combination Is
a usurpation, Incapable of any constitutional
existence, and utterly lawless, so that every-
thing dependent upon It Is without constitution-
al or legal support.

J. Jtcmlvcd, That the termination or a Slate
under the Constitution necessarily causes the
termination of those peculiar local Institutions
which, having no origin in the Constitution or
in those natural rlgnts which exist Indepen
dent of the Constitution, are upheld by the sole
and exolusive authority of Ihe State.

i. Jtcsolecd, That slavery being a peculiar
local Institution, derived Irum local laws, with-
out any origin in the Constitution or in natural
rights, is upheld by the sole and exclusive
authority of the State, and must therefore
cease to exist legally or constitutionally when
the State on which it depends no longer eilsts ;
for It e Incident cannot sun Ive the print ipal.

J. lictolwd. Thai In the eseroise or lis ex-
clusive jurlsdict on over the territory tnce
occupied by the States, it is the duty ot Con-
gress to see that the supremacy ol the Con-
stitution Is maintained In Its essential principles
so that everywhere In this extensive territo-
ry slavery shall cease to exist practlpally, as
It baa alroady ceased to exist constitutionally
or legally.

6. liisolecd, That any recognition or slavery
In such territory, or any surrender or slates
under Ihe pretended laws of Ihe extinct States
by any officer of the United States, civil or
military, is a recognition of the pretended
governments, to the exclusion of the Jurisdic-
tion or Congress under the Constitution, and
is in the nature oi aid and comfort to the
rebellion tbat bas been organized.

7. licaolocd, That anyauob recognition or sla-
very or surrender of pretended slaves, besides
being a recognition ot the pretended govern
menu, giving them aid and oorafort, Is a denial
of the rights of persons who, by the extinction
of the Stales, hat e become tree, ro that, under
the Constitution, they cannot again be en-
slaved.

8. Jlesoloed, That allegiance from the In-

habitant and proteotion Irom Ihe Govern-
ment, are corresponding obligations, densn
dent upon each other, so that while the alls.

Messrs. SHERMAN and TRUMBULL were
opposed to fortifications having reference to
foreign wars, as impolitic and unnecessary.
They thought there would be no ocosslon for
them, II we should succeed In crushing out the
rebellion.

On motion ol Mr. KING, an amendment was
adopted making an appropriation for defences
oi too lennessee river.

On motion or Mr. NESMITH, an appropria
tlon or $100,000 was locluded, at the discre-
tion or the President, for defences at the mouth
of the Columbia river.

A proposition of Mr. GRIMES, to strike out
various items of ltke defences, ecltcd some
dl'cusslon, and was rejected.
